The Great Attack. 


The war situation was never more hope- 
i ful for the Allies than jt is at this moment. 
All the way from the Beigian coast to 
Alsace the enemy are being subjected to 


ia relentless pressure. Marshal Foch has 


pinned the German Armies down to their 
positions so securely that they cannvt 
make any movement on their own 
initiative without running a grave risk of 
disaster. Thus they are compelled to yield 


| their positions in sector after sector, and 


all their energies are concentrated in the 
| effort to avert a complete break-through. 
We may state confidently, therefore, that 
we have reached the crisis of the war, and 
that the final defeat of the enemy is 
assured. The past two days have witnessed 
further glorious successes for the - Allies. 
The British, Belgian, French, and Ameri 
ean Armies all delivered great attacks, and 
captared strong positions and thousands 
of prisoners. The latest despatches show 
that they are advancing at a rate which 
lifts our hearts as we follow it on the map. 
In the early dawn of Saturday the Belgian 
front, which had been for a long time 
comparatively quiescent, became the scene 
of intense activity. Following a violent 
bombardment of the German lines, in 
which our Naval Forces co-operated with 
good effect, the Belgian infantry and the 
British Second Army, which is commanded 
he | by General Plumer, advanced to the 
attack. The entire German front line 
between Dixmude and the northern out- 
skirts of Ypres was carried, and the second 
line, which had been strongly ised for 
defence, was penetrated at sic wahdia 
Nearly the whole of the Houlthulst Forest 
were held, in spite of determined counter- 
attacks. The magnitude of the success of 
this operation can be gathered from the 
‘Tick As Ga Seki hie ean tome ae 
5,000 prisoners. 

Further south, on the Cambrai front, 
the British forces continued their attack

scale. The threat to the vital lateral rail- 
way connecting the German front is be- 
coming more and more acute. The 
ritish and French communiqués both 
the valuable assistance rendered 
by the Air Services in the battles. Flying 
low, the aviators harried the enemy infan- 
try and created confusion in their lines of 
communication. 

The news from Macedonia continues to 
be of a highly satisfactory nature. The 
pursuit of the Bulgars has been continued 
without relaxation, and the most that the 
Bulgarian Army which was aligned be- 
tween Monastir and Ochrida can now 
hope is to escape as a broken and dis- 
organised crowd, deprived of its essential 
military equipment and. utterly valueless 
for fighting purposes. A formal reply to 
the Bulgarian Prime Minister's request for 
an armistice has not yet been despatched, 
but in official quarters it is stated that 
the British reply will be in accordance with 
the answer given by General d’Esperey. 
‘The comments in the German Press reflect 
the intense anxiety which the Bulgarian 
Note has caused in the Fatherland, where 
it is realised that an essential condition 
of peace for Bulgaria would be the com- 
plete severance of relations with her pre- 
sent allies. Bulgaria has been of immense 
service to the Central Powers. Her 
treachery to the Entente in 1915 decided 
the Greek Government in the unsatisfac- 
tory policy which it pursued until King 
Constantine was forced to abdicate the 
throne, and was directly responsible for 
the devastation of Serbia and Rumania. 
When she threw in her lot with Germany 
Bulgaria severed the shortest means of 
communication between Russia and her 
Allies, and thus helped in the destruction 
of the Russian Armies. These facts must 
be taken into consideration when the terms 
which Bulgaria must accept to secure peace 
are decided. She deserves no sympathy, 
for she has been reduced to her present 
plight by her own treachery, and by nothing 
else. The French and Serbian despatches 
show that the pursuit of the Bulgarians 
has been remarkably rapid,.and that the 
gallant Serbians are approaching Uskub.

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The National Teachers. 


Our national teachers have a real griev- 
ance ageinst the State. The cost of living 
has increased by more than 100 per cent. in 
all parts of the Uaited Kingdom, and the 
State has given compensation, on varying 
nearly every class of public 
servant. Railway-men have received a war 
bonus of 30s. a week, and the -bonnus to 
civil servants rances between 19s. and 25s. 
a week. The Irish teachers’ duties are not 
less responsible than the railway-men's, 
and are far more responsible than those 
yet the treatment 
of the teachers by the Government has 
been quite scandalous, The scanty 
bonus which has been awarded te them 
ranges from 8s. a week for third-grade 
teachers to the fegligible sum of 4s, for 
junior assistants The demand for 
an adequate war bonus for all teachers 
is just, and ought to have been granted 
before the teachers felt themselves com- 
pelled to threaten a strike. Their organisa- 
tion has given notice of a general strike 
on November 4th if its demand is not con- 
ceeded before that day. In the meanwhile 
it has called for “a one-day withdrawal 
from the schools’ throughout Ireland on 
Wednesday of the present week. A genera] 
strike of teachers, or even a one-day with- 
drawal, would be a very unfortunate busi. 
for everybody concerned, and, 
of all, for the teachers them- 
selves. Discipline is at the very root 
of successful education, but what Irish 
boy or girl would continue to accept dis. 
cipline from men or women who, in their 
cases had defied it? After a teachers’

querentes f The existence of this grave 
dilemma was, of course, a strong reason 
for just and sympathetic action by the 
Government, and we can find no excuse for 
ite failure, hitherto, to take sach action 
It is also a reason for the soberest afd 
most conscientious thought by the teachers 
before they take a course which, even if 
it should remedy their financial grievance, 
must be attended by permanent injury to 
their highest interests. If a teachers’ 
strike be justifiable at all, it should be 
adopted only as a last and truly desperate 
resort. The news which we print to- 
day strengthens ohr belief that hasty
